Water, 
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Water, as the common Tea is prepar'd⸗ 
or taking the clarify'd Juice from the 
Green one, when the Seaſon will admit, 
will have a Remedy infinitely preferable 
to theſe fiery Spirits. | 

As to the Teas, peculiarly ſo termed, a 
fooliſh Cuſtom has now. brought them in- 
to ſuch Requeſt among People of all forts, 
that to go about the crying them down 
were to little purpoſe; nor 1adeed till we 
know what better Amuſement to intro- 
duce. [for there is, it ſeems, no Conver- 


ſation that can be upheld without ſome 


tipling of one kind or other] in their 
room, would it be expedient. The pre- 
ſent. have many powerful Advocates on 
their ſide, any one of which might en- 


danger the ovet-ſetting a fingle Adver- 


ſary; for firſt of all, if theſe Liquors 
were diſus*d, the Crown would be robb'd 
of a conſiderable Revenue; the E. I. C. 
put to their Trumps. to ſend abroad fo 


much of our Silver, which they barter 


away for theſe dry Leaves, and ſome 
other Toys and Trifles, eſpecially the 


Earthen Ware that comes along with them; 


(dur ſure it is no more than right, that 
thoſe who furniſh the Regalio, ſhould fend 
us likewiſe the Utenſils with which it is 


diſh'd out]; and laſtly, to name no more, 
the Grocer would be at as great a loſs to 


Ds get 
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get off his Loaf-Sugar; ſo that upon all 
theſe Conſiderations, we will leave it 
where we found it, with this farther Ad. 
monition to all thoſe who have a value for 
their Gums and Teeth, if nothing elſe, 
that they would leave off thus perpetu- 
ally Codling or Parboyling of them, un- 
leſs they intend them, at long run, to be 
ſerved up at the ſame Table for a ſecond 
Courſe. In a word, I can't think any of 
theſe ſcalding hot Infuſions, fit for any 
other than a Phyſical uſe ; but if they mult 
take place, methinks *tis great pity we 
are oblig'd to ſend ſo far tor ſomewhat, 
whoſe Place [ were we minded to make the 
Enquiry] might be as well, if not much 
better, ſupply'd at Home, it being a cer- 
tain Truth, that no Man walks a Mile 
from the Town's end, but treads upon 
many a more uſeful Plant rhan this ; but to 
return to our Subject, the Scorvy. 
There 1s, farthermore, ſcarce any thing 
ſo common, as to find this Diſeaſe 
complicated with ſome others, requiring 
variety of Preſcriptions and Compoſitions 
ſuited to the preſent Indication, that is, 
{ſuch other peculiar Ingredients in the Anti- 
ſcorbatick Mixture, as may beſt anſwer the 
variety of Symptoms, which are ſo vari- 
ous at ſometimes, that the higheſt Pru- 
dence, and great Judgment, is often 
wanted 
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wanted to trace out the Original, and to 
know certainly, whether the ſame are 
Symptoms only of the Scorvy, or primary 
and original Diſeaſes of themſelves : thus 
to inſtance, In the Head, we have often 
Giddineſs and great Pain, like a common 
Head-ach ; rotten or putrid Gums in the 
Mouth like the Canter, as the good old 

Women call it; in the Breaſt, Palpitation f 
the Heart and Swooning : ſhortneſs of the 
Breath, as in the Aſthma ; in the Belly, Cho- 
licks and Bloody Fluxes, as from other 
Cauſes ; with wandering and flying Pains in 
the Limbs like the Rheamatiſm \, together 
with ſundry other intricate Symptoms, 
which in adapting our Remedies to the 
Diſeaſe in general, are always moſt heed- 
fully to be reſpected; and for which there- 
fore, none of theſe Quack Remedies, how 
carefully ſoever compounded, can make 
a neceſlary Proviſion. f 
My third Exception againſt theſe En- 
pirical Medicines publiſh'd in this way, 
was taken from the Conſideration of the 
ſame Diſeaſe circumſtantiated differently 
one Day, perhaps one Hour, from what it 
was in that before, or may be the follow- 
Ing, and requiring alſo a quite differing 
Method in the Cure: And here I ſhall 
give Example in that moſt terrible, but 
common Diſtemper, the Gravel and Stone,

which in the Fit requires one Remedy; out of 


it, another; or if too big to paſs [here alſo 


the learned Phyſician can only judge] one 
Intention; if paſſing, a ſecond; and if paſſed 
into the Bladder, a third: And here, I 
ſay, the Preſence of an experienc'd Phy- 
ſician is as much wanted as any where, 
and a Miſtake herein has often coſt the 

tormented Patient his Life; torment- 
ed, I fay, by his Diſeaſe, and ſtill farther 
tormented by a Qazct Remedy he had 
raſhly taken ; but farther to enlarge up- 
on this Subject by way of Explanation. 


When the Stone then is fix'd in the Kzd- 


ney, and too big to paſs [known only as 
above by the Scrutiny of an able or expe- 
rienc'd Phyſician] all we can do here, is 
- rationally to blunt the Pain with Anodyne 
or Opiate Medicines ſuited thereunto; 
Whilſt in the mean time we try to ſheath 
the Acrimony of the Humours by proper 
 Emualſions, Almond Milks, and other ſoft 
or Muctlaginous Medicines, as Phy ſicians 
call them, having regard alſo to the 
bloody Water that is ſometimes made, 
when the Stone ſhall happen to ſhift its 
Place, and with its Points or Angles 
wound ſome of the tender Veſſels. 
When the Stone. [being paſſable] is 
moved down into the Urerer [the Paſſage 
from the Ridney ta the Bladder, ſo 5 
5 FER avous 
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about the bigneſs of a ſmall Gooſe quill, lang. 
and ſomewhat ts like 1 7 ] 
we are then, by ſome qui, glib, ſoft, 
ſmooth, or ſlippery Medicines, as e ob- 
ſerved, Turpentine Cliſters, alſo emollient 
O and Baths externally, to attempt the 
dilating of theſe narrow Pipes, and make 
way for its deſcent or: paſſing on; in the 
mean time, directing alſo [asaforeſaid] pro- 
per Anodynes to appeaſe the Pain, or blunt 
the exquiſite Senſation thereof; and believe 
me, whoever ſhall give or take at this Jun- 
cure, either Tipping's Liquor, the Volatile 
Cleanſer, Rogers's Powder, or any other, e- 
ven Honorato Fornello, Gent. and no Phyſician, 
his Diſſolution Salt, will run great danger 
of encreaſing their Torture, plugging up 
the obſtructing Stone, and miſerably de- 
ſtroying you; the mildeſt Diarezic, or 
Urine-ftorcer, doing, at ſuch times, incre- 
dible Miſchief: And altho? ſome of them 
may be after uſeful, together with dilu- 
ting Liquors, to cleanſe the Paſſages, and 
waſh the Kidneys ; yet the Continuance 
of them unſeaſonably, has ſometimes 
both weaken'd the Urinary Parts, and 
brought more of this fabulous or gravelly 
Matter, together with ſome concreting 
Salts out of the Blood, than might other- 
wiſe have fallen down; ſo that upon all 
theſe Conſiderations, you muſt ſurely be 
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apprized how dangerous it will be for you 
to rely upon any of. theſe, however cele- 


brated Remedies, fold up and down the 


Town by Quacks, or ignorant Perſons ; 
not one of which either ever was, or can 
be ſo contriv'd, as to anſwer all the pro- 
per latentions, how ſpecrfically ſoever they 
are compounded : - Of which farther pre- 
ſently, when we enquire into their Na- 
ture. | | 24 

My fourth Reaſon for diſſwading you 
againit theſe Medicines, was taken from 
the vaſtly differing Cauſes, giving Riſe 
to the ſame Diſtemper, and which are al- 
Ways carefully to be reſpected, in our 


Phyſical Preſct iptions for the ſame. And 


here I ſhall ſet before you, one of the 
moſt common ſand which through tam- 


pering firlt of all with Quack Remedies, 


and old Wives Receipts, at leaſt for want 
of timely Application to the learned Phy- 
ſician, makes one of the moſt conſiderab! 

Numbers in our Bills of Mortality] that 
is a Corſumption, of which, beſides the 
general diltinction of Original and mpto- 
patical, we have from one of the beſt 
Writersof this Diſtemper [and who knew 
as well as any other how ro cure it] the 
following particular ones reckon'd up; as 
a Conſumpitin from great Loſs of Blood, ar 
ether Evacuations, 45 from Viers, Fiſtula's 


or 
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br Apoſtems; from giving Suck, a Looſeneſs, 
Diabetes, Sweats, Salivations; likewiſe, 
Conſumptions from a Dropſy, the Rings-Evil, 
Scorvy, Aſthma, Melancholy, Stones in the 
Langs, the French Pox: Again, there 
are Conſumptions from the Green-ſickneſs, 
Intermitting Fevers or Agues, Pleuriſies, 
Jaundice; from the Gout, Rheumatiſm, 
with certain others too tedious and unne- 

ceſfary farther to take notice of. 

Now altho' in each of theſe we have 
one general Aim, vir. the recruiting the 
gecay'd Habit; yet not only the Symp- 
toms, ſuch as the Cough, Looſeneſs, 
Sweats, Oc. afford divers [ndications, and 
a different Management, but in each of 
them, very ſingular regard is to be had 
to the original Diſeaſe, of which theſe 

Symptoms are only Conſequents: Thus 
for Example, if we think to cure a Con- 
ſumption from the Evil, with the ſame Re- 
medies we ſet upon another from a Drop; 
or if we undertake to cure another from 
bleeding at the Noſe, or other parts of the 
Body, with thoſe we direct for the Cure 
of one from an Aſthma, Scorvy, or Jaun- 
dice, we ſhall find our felves very much 
out of the way of obtaining our deſired 
Ends: No wiſer is he, who enterprizes 
the Cure of a Pocky Hectic with Antiſcor- 
puticks, requir'd in the Cure of a Conſump- 
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tion from the Scorvy ; nay, if he mix not 
th Counter-poiſon, I mean ſome Mercurial 
Preparation, with his Pe&oral or Anti- 
phthifical Remedies, at leaſt orders them 
not between whiles, he will find he is do- 
ing ſomewhat worſe than waſhing the 
Ethiopian White, that is loſing his La- 
bour only, but is acceſſary alſo. to the 

r Man's Death, which, in all proba- 


bility, had been prevented by the Care of 


a more underſtanding and expert Phyſi- 
cian. In a word, he who fancies he can 
cure any one of theſe Conſamptions we 
have already recounted, with the ſame 


Regimen, that may be truly uſeful for, 


ſome other of them, is upon the ſame level 


of Underſtanding with the Undertaker, 


to fit all Bodies with the ſame Suit of 
Apparel; ſince it is manifeſtly apparent, 
that in each of them, rhe Method muſt 
be in ſome Particulars varied, and conſe- 
| quently many of them thus differing, 
even radically one from the other, there 
can be no radical Cure [according to the 
yain Pretence of one of our preſent Re- 
ceipt Quacks] by any ſingle Remedy 
whatever, even that very common Symp- 
tom attending almoſt all of them, eſpe- 
cially towards the Concluſion, I mean the 
Cong h, requires the utmoſt of our Caution 
and Circumſpection, in endeavouring Fx 

eaſe 
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eaſe the Sick herein; for tho many of 
them bear Opiates well, and that we can 
do little or nothing without them, as in the 
Melancholy particularly, and ſeveral others 
with a thin Catarrh, or with a dry Conval- 
five Tickling, and a tolerable good Breath- 
ing; yet in ſome others, as the Scorbutic 
with a tough Phlegm, difficult Expectoratiun, 
and ſhort Breath; in the Hydropic, and eſpe+ 
cially the Afthmatic, half a Grain of Lau- 
danam, given by ſome Quack or Empiric, 
has ſent many of theſe People to their long 
Home; the Authors of whoſe untimely 
Ends Thad Juſtice taken Place] ought, 
from the Gallows, to have been ſent after 
them. | Ir N 
1 come now to my laſt Objection a- 
gainſt theſe Medicines, which I took from 
the lingular and unaccountable Antipat hies 
of particular Perſons, againſt ſome parti- 
cular Ingredients in a Compoſition ; 
which, how mean ſoever it may appear 
to be raiſed here, has always had great 
Regard in Phyſic; and the want of — 
fight or Pre-conſideration thereof, has 
been exceedingly pernicious to ſome Pa- 
tients, and has alſo diſgraced the Phy fician, 
To inſtance in one or two Examples: Same 
few Hyſteric Women there are, who receive 4 
very ſingular Relief by a full Doſe of Mask 
or Civet, whereas 4 Grain of either, to the 
2 | greater 
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greater Number of that Sex, is exceedingly 
diſpleaſing, and to ſome of them has been al- 


moſt fatal. Again, There are ſome of both 


Sexes who can bear Opium well, and ſleep 


quiethy therewith ; whilſt others are confoung- 
ed, and almoſt diſtracted, till the Effects of 
it are worn off. Ihe leaſt quantity of Honey 


will purge and ſwell up ſome as if they were 
Poiſon'd : Hence Dia ſcordium, Venice: 
Treacle, and Mithridate, wot only upon 


this Account, but ſometimes alſo upon ſome 


other Secret, or, as we ſay, natural Anti- 
pathy or Averſion, inſtead of being eAnti- 
Gotes, are like Poiſon it ſelf to ſome parti- 


cular Conſtitutions. Mint-Water to one 1 
know, is the moſt certain Vomit, tho it ſtops 


that Complaint in almoſt all others. Saffron, 
a Cordial to the generality, I have alſo ub. 


ſerved by the like Secret, Antipathy, has cau- 


ſed others ta faint away, either by the Smell 
ar Taſte. It were too tedious to reckon 
up more of this kind, which the prudent 
Phyfician, by converſe with his Patient, 
and Enquiries of this Nature, can eaſily 


obviate and provide againit ; bur of 


which, ia this publick way of purchaſing 
Quack Remedies [L wiſh I could ſay that 
were all] you muſt run the Hazard, 
. I have given only a ſingle Inſtance un- 
der each Head of theſe Objections, that 
I might nat ſwell this little Tract beyond

its intended Bounds ; and indeed to haye 
ſingled out each Diſeaſe, and commented 
thereon, would have been to have writ 
a kind of Phyſical Hiſtory for the uſe of

ſelf, inſtead of ſome ſhort Hints and In- 
ftruAions, for the uſe of others, and for 

| whom this preſent Diſquiſition is only in-

prepar*d of one or other, fewer or more, of 
the following Simples; Gentian, Galing al, 
Zedoary Roots; Tops of Centaur) and 
Wormwood, Orange · Peel [which is the chief 
of the Great Elixir] Seeds of Cardemome 
and Coriander, to which ſome add the 
Aromatics or Spices, ſuch are Natmegs, 
Cloves, Mace, Oc. theſe ſhould be infus'd 
cold for ſome Days in Wine, or in good 
French Brandy; but are generally for a 
Worldly Reaſon ] ſteep'd in a ſtinking, 
naſty Malt-Spirit, or at the beſt, a Mo-

13 remarking theſe, when duly prepa- 
red as aforeſaid, I am far from under- 
valuing what all Phyſicians frequently di- 
rect as they ſee occaſion; but the prepo- 
ſterous Uſe, or the taking them without 
Advice, has render'd them rather Miſ- 


cChievous than Beneficial ; a ſad Inſtance 


of this we have in our common Wherters, 
as they are called: Now theſe People, it 
is certain; in ſome of our Taverns about 
the Exchange, meet with a much whol- 
fomer Bitter than molt of the foregoing 
Spirits; but their conſtant Recourſe to it, 
their doubling and redoubling their Gidis,

Three 
Ihave lately ſeen, whoſe Ruin might have 
been faitly impured to theſe hot and bhurn- 
ing Elixirs. One bleeding to Death at 
Noſe, hñad a Bortle of one of them, which 
ſeem'd a fort of Eli air Proprietmis, at his 
Beds Head, of which he had drank for a 
Month before in Wine, according to ſome 
Quack's Advice, and which I am ſatisfy'd 
had contributed "mightily to the poor 
Man's Death: The contrary Regimen to 
which, I mean the Barley-Water, Milk ani 
Mater, Aſſes-Milk, or the like, had been 
much ficter for him, and very probably 
had reſcued him from this fatal Symprom 
that put an end to his Days. But having, 
I ſay, loft his Stomach by hard Drinking, 
for Which, eſpecially, theſe kind of Re- 
medies are extolPd, this had been recom- 
mended as a never failing one. 
Now in ſome of theſe, or other Caſes 
elrcumſtantiated thereunto, where they

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have been found | neceſſary or thought 


proper: but particularly in Intermitting 
Fevers, in cold Habits, in Retching, Sick- 
eſs. or Loathing, and ſundry others, Phy- 
ſicians have always preferr*d the Iufuſions 
of ſome of theſe Bitters in fair Water, to 
the rectify'd Spirits or Wines eicher, un- 
leſs in ſome peculiar Caſes, and to much 
better purpoſe, adding, as they find oc- 
caſion, three or four Ounces of a ſteeled 
Wine, or perhaps two or three of the 
compound Wormwood Water, to a Pint 
of the ſaid Infuſion; but farther to con- 
vince you of the Inſufficiency of theſe Re- 
medies for the Ends they have been re- 
commended, I could give you a very late 
inſtance in a Gentleman of good Note 
in this City, who by too much good Fel- 
lowſhip, having whetted away his Sto- 
mach, fell into violent Vomitings, grew 
feveriſh and thirſty, with other Sy mproms 
of an approaching Conſumption, ſuch. as 
Cough, | Looſeneſs, and Morning ' Sweats :

And thus, in great Joy they both ride 
Home, the Gentleman for having got his 
and 1 r as well pleaſed, not only 
for that he had out-witted the *Squire, and 
ſo eaſily earned his two Guineas, but that 
hence forward, among ignorant People, 
he ſhould be deem'd [as he was indeed 
ever after to the Day of his Death, when 
by theſe Cheats of Fartune-telling, Water- 
caſting, and the like, he left upwards of 
two thouſand Pounds] a very Conjarer. 
Bur leaving theſe Stories, into which I 
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the Contrivances of. one kind or other, 
of theſe Knaviſh'People, to impoſe upon. 
the unwary : It may be ask'd by ſome, 
ſince the Practice is ſo common, not with 
Quacks only, but ſome Phyſicians alſo, to 
have the ſame brought to them for In- 
ſpection, if I believe no Knowledge 
more than I have before hinted in the 
late Story of the Country Man, can be 
taken from the Sick Perſon's Urize ? J an- 
ſwer, in ſome Caſes, very little; in others, 
more ; in others, none at all; and in 
none, ſuch ſufficient Intimations as [with- 
out farther Enquiry before alſo remark'd, 
ſceing the Patient, examining his Pulle, 
and taking the State of his Caſe in ſeve- 
ral other Interrogatories, from his own 
Mouth] ſhould induce a prudent PraQi-- 
tioner, to order any Remedy for the ſame ; 
for it is apparent, ſo very uncertain is this 
Guide, that oftentimes a Perſon in per- 
fect Health, unleſs perhaps ſome little 
Cold upon him, as *cis called, yet Eating, 
Drinking, and Sleeping well, ſhall make 
a turbid or foul Urine ; whilſt othgrs la- 
bouring under ſome dangerous Sickneſs, 
or perhaps nigh the Point of Death, ſhall 
make, to all Appearance, one much bet- 
ter; and, truly, in ſome Malignant Fevers 
[ which, of all others, are the moſt fatal} 
the Urine will frequently appear like to 
| that 
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that in the Time of Health, the Diſcaſs 


being here ſeated rather in the Spirits, 
than the groſſer Humours of the Blood. 


A high colour d Urine ſhews commonly 
ſome great Inflammation therein; but 
whether the Complaint be in the Head, 
the Breaſt, Belly, or univerſally all over 
the Body, is uncertain; and no Man can 
ſay [but by meer Gueſs) that the Perſon 
who made the fame, has an Inflammation 
on the Membranes, particularly of the Brain, 
or a Pleurih, a Cholick, or a Rheamatiſm, 
A very pale Water on the other hand, is 
often made in Fevers alſo, portending 
great danger, by the Matter taking to 
the Head, and threatening Convulſions; 
yet the ſame, or like Water is made, as 
I have obſerv'd before, by Hyſterical Wo- 


men, and ſome obſtructed Virgins, alſo after 


drinking French, White, and Rheniſb 
Wines; ſo that it would be the Height of 
Raſhneſs, to ground our Judgment ſolely 
upon this wavering and uncertain Bot- 
tom; or to direct Medicines by a Specu- 
lation of Colours, or Conſiſtencies either in 
the Patient's Urins; which may be fo 
many ways diverſity'd, and have ſo many 
little Accidents, unforeſeen by the niceſt 
Judgmeat, concurring to their ProduQi- 
oon. is allow'd, that a blood; Water 
{hows commonly the K/drey to be . 
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eſpecially if in great quantity, the Blad- 
der ſeldom furniſhing but little; yet it is 
not impoſſible for other Cauſes, out of 
the Blood, to ſupply the like Appear- 
| ance; fo that without farther Enquiry, 
it would be raſh to ſay poſitively, ſuch a 
Perſon has therein [I mean his Xiduey] 
either Stone or Gravel. A Water with 
Corruption, or which Phyſicians call pu- 
rulent, indicates ſome Ulcer ; a wheyiſh, 
flimy one, and ſometimes branny Scales, a 
Stone therewith 3 yet even here an En- 
quiry after the Seatof the Pain, whether in 
the Loyns or bottom of the Bely, alſo after 
the way of rendering the Urine, the Coarſe 
of Life, Diet, and ſeveral other Queries, 
are neceſſary to give us a farther and more 
certain Inſight. A large Meal. lite Settling, 
gives Notice of an inward Decay or Walk 
ing, and conſequently threatens a Con- 
ſamption ; yet there are ſome ſand more 
eſpecially the Female Sex, whoſe Water 
is ſeldom fo well conſtituted this way as 
the Man's] who lead an unactive Life, 
Feeding and Sleeping much, that ſcarce 
eyer make any other, yet ſeem not to loſe 


their Fleſh [at leaſt do not at preſent} - 


but rather grow ſtill more Corpulent and 
Vaweildy. One alſo, under a Fit of the 
 Cholick [eſpecially the ſame going off] 
{ſhall make a high. colour d lixivial you 
L an 
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and in ſmall quantity too, as does another 
in the Dropſy.., He who has taken Rhubarb, 
ſhall be deem'd the ſame Day; upon only 
ſeeing his Urine, to have the Jaundice; 


and every body knows, that a common 


, 


bliſtering Plaiſter apply'd to the Neck, 


ſhall give moſt exquiſite Pains in the Blad- 
der, occaſioning Strangury, bloody Water, 
Slime and Skins, like thoſe from an Ulcer 
or Stone in the faid part. But, why do I 
ſpend time upon a Subject, about which 
none of you are proper Judges, or of 
which you have ſcarce any, at leaſt no 
tight /dea's ? The Artiſt knows all this 
to be ſtrictly true, and he who tells you 
otherwiſe [or that by his particular Kyow- 
leage this way, he can find out all hour Di- 
ſtempers; the ſeveral Parts affected; whether 
it be « Man's, Woman's, or Child's Water; 
whether a Woman be with Child; nay ſtill 
farther [as you fee ſome have done] whe- 
ther of a Boy or Girl ; with twenty other 
lying Stories and Fooleries of another kind] 


intends only to cheat you at beſt of your 


Money, and*cis odds [if truſting farther to 
his Judgment] he bereave you not of Life. 
Fourthly and Laſtly, Having ſpoken fo 


much of other Matters in ſomew1ſe there- 


unto related, I hope there will be need 
now of the leſs Caution, if any, that you 
take care you are not drawn in by a Fool 

| n Hanes 
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or Merry- Andrew, as he is called by you, 
ppon a Moantebank*s Stage, where you are 
in double danger of having your Pocket 
pick'd, either by the leſſer Knave and 
much honeſter Craftſman below in the 
Crowd, whilft you are gaping at the 
Tumbler, or liſtening to the Fool's Dia- 
logue ; or by the Greater above in the 
Laced Coat or Cloak, who tells you not 
one Word of Truth in his fulſomely re- 
peated Story of the great Virtues of each 
particular Medicine in his Budget, which 
it you rightly underſtood, you would not 
[in the common Phraſe] give unto the 
Dog you had any regard to; nor has he 
truly aay other Deſign at the Bottom, than 
by his gawdy Tinſel Appearance, like the 
ſtroling Comedians, to amuſe your out- 
ward Senſes, Whilſt with his poor dull 
Rhetorick, he is flouriſhing you our of 
your iaward, I mean your Intellects, in
